NEW YORK, April 11.—(Exclusive

opinion among army men here that

Gen. Lawton’s advance promises 
to meet with harassing resistance. 
Trenches are built by the enemy 
from towa to town.

Since the 25th the enemy’s losses 
have not been more than double 
ours. Our kindness to the rebel 
wounded and prisoners does not al.

REBELS DRIVEN FAR BACK, 


They Cut the Telegraph Line and 
Attacked Our Outposts.

MANILA, April 11, 5:45 p.m.—(By

TREACHEROUS NATIVES, 


| Rebels Who Made the **tnck Were 
Playing Role of Friends. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, April 11, 5:50 p. m.—[By 
Manila Cable.] It is supposed that 
many of the rebels who attacked Gen. 
MacArthur’s line of communication and 
who were repulsed by the troops com- 
manded by Gen. Wheaton, were natives 
who entered the region in the guise of 
friendliness. They had seemingly se- 
creted arms in several places and fired 
on the Americans from the bushes at 
so close a range that they could be 
heard talking. One of the Filipinos 
yelled in English: ‘We will give you 
damned Americans enough of this be- 
fore we are through.” 

The rebels undermined the railroad 
at Marilao and unspiked the rail in an 
effort to wreck the train while the 
railroad gang participated in the fight. 
The work of the rebels avwas discovered 
and repaired before the train arrived. 

Gen. Wheaton is preparing to punish 
the Filipinos. 

The military gunboats Napidan and 
Laguna de Bay have succeeded in en- 
tering the Santa Cruz River and have 
captured a small unarmed Spanish 
gunboat and three launches, which 
they discovered there.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The con- 
dition of war which has existed  be- 
tween the United States and Spain 
since April 21, 1898, terminated today 
when the'‘last formalities in the resto- 
ration of peace were performed by the 
exchange -of ratifications of the peace 
Coincident with this, Presi- 
dent McKinfey issued his proclamation 
declaring that the war was at an end 
and the appointment of Bellamy 
Storer was determined upon as United 
States Minister to Spain. | 

The principal ceremony of the day 
occurred in the reception room at the 
White House, when the exchange of 
ratifications took place at 3 o'clock, In 
historic character 
of the event many members of the 
Cabinet and officials prominent in the 
administration gathered at the White 
House. These included Secretaries 
Hay, Wilson and Hitchcock, Senator 
Davis, one of the peace. commission- 
ers Who negotiated the treaty; Assist- 
ant Secretaries Hill, Adee and Cridler 
of the State Department, Acting Sec- 
retary of War Meiklejohn, Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin, Solicitor-General Richards, 


Hon. Wayne MacVeagh and Sidney 
Smith, chief of the Bureau of Diplo- 
matic Correspondence, State Depart- 
ment, who had prepared the American 
copy Of the treaty. : 

Shortly before 3 o’clock the French 
Ambassador, M. Cambon, arrived, in 
company with M. Thiebaut, the first 
secretary of the Embassy, the latter 
bearing the Spanish copy of the peace 
treaty. McKinley cordially greeted 
the Ambassador and after a brief ex- 
change of well wishes, the formal cer- 
emony began. 

The President stood back of the 
large desk presented to the government 
by Queen Victoria, while Secretary 
Hay and Ambassador Cambon occu- 
pied places at the desk. Around this 
central group were ranged the Cabinet 
officers and others already mentioned, 
and Officials of the household. The 
powers of M. Cambon and _ Secretary 
Hay were examined, a protocol con- 
cerning the day’s ceremony signed and 
other formalities concluded. Th<se 
preliminaries took some time, so that 
it was nearly 3:30 o’clock before the 
actual exchange began. The signing 
of the protocol of exchange occurr@d 


signing for Spain and Secretary Hay 
for the United States. The protocol 
was in French and briefly recited the 
circumstances leading up to the ex- 
change. This cleared the way for the 
exchange itself, constituting the final 
act. : 


The President took from the desk the 


treaty, hand-

portfolio and handed it to M. 
Cambon. At the same time, M. Cam- 
bon handed to the President the Span- 
ish copy of the treaty, also engrossed, 
bouhd in morocco and encasef® fn a 
maroon-eslored morocco box.

received from the other this final 
pledge of peace, This exchange of rat- 
ifications occurred at 3:55 p.m. . The 
President was the first to speak. 

“Mr. Ambassador,” he sata; 
Y issue my proclamation at once.” 

~M. Cambon thanked the President for 
the promptness with which the procla- |. 
mation followed. This ended the for- 


mal ceremony, and after brief felicita- 
tions. the Ambassador and other offi- 
cialse withdnew, Secretary Hay took. 
with him the Spanish copy of the 
treaty received today and deposited it 
in the archives of the State Depart- 
ment. M. Cambon cabled the Spanish 
government of the final restoration of 
peace, and made known that the Amer- 
ican copy of the treaty would be for- 


warded through the French Foteign 
Office. 

The effect of the action taken today 
is to completely renew the peaceful 
relations, trade, official, diplomatic, 
consular and in all other ways, be- 


tween this country and Spain. - 
Following the appointment of a 
United States Minister to Madrid and 
a Spanish Minister to Washington, it 
is expected that consuls will be sent 
to Barcelona and the other large places 
in Spain, where our consular repre- 
sentatives were suspended by the war. 


The same time the Spanish consuls 
will be appointed. throughout this 
country. For a time, the trade and 


navigation between the two countries 
will proceed without treaty protection, 
as the war put an end to the com- 
mercial treaty, but a treaty of trade 
navigation and commerce, suitable to 
the new: conditions and the needs of 
both countries and also an extradition 
treaty will be negotiated soon. 

PRESIDENT'’S PROCLAMATION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—After the 
ceremony attendant upon the exchange 
of ratifications, President McKinley 
signed the following proclamation: 

“Whereas a treaty of peace between 
the United States’ of Arterica and Her 
Majesty, the Queen, Regent of Spain, 
in the name of her august son, Don Al- 
fonso XIII, was concluded and signed 
by, their respective plenipotentiaries 
at Paris on the 10th day of December, 
1898, the original of which is in the 
Spanish language, and is word for word 
as follows: (Here the full text of the 
treaty is included.) And, whereas, the 
said convention has been duly ratified 
on both ygarties and the ratifications of 
the two governments were exchanged 
in the city of Washirgton on the llth 
day of April, 1899. 

“Now, therefore, be it known that I, 
William McKinley, President of the 
United States of America, have caused 
the said convention to be made public 
to the end that the same and every ar- 
ticle and clause thereof may be ob- 
served and fulfilled, with good faith by 
the United States and the citizens 
thereof. 

“In witness whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 
“Done at the city of Washington this 
lith day: of April, in the year of our 
Lord 1899, and of the independence of 
the United States the one hundred 
and twenty-third.

}.0f David K. Watson of Pittsburgh, one 


of the ablest attorneys in Pennsyle 
vania and ranking, in fact, with the 
best of the country. Watson spoke on 
this subject for nearly two hours this 
afternoon, and had the almost breath- 
less attention of a room filled with 
the legal lights of the local and State 
bar. Many of these lawyers expressed 
the opinion that Watson made a very 
strong argument. What its effect will 
be upon the judge remains Po. be, seen. 
The District Attorney opened the pro<

Some of the 
Pennsylvania volunteers gave direct 
testimony to the tainted character of 
the refrigerated beef and the canhed 
roast beef. One of them testified that 
beef aboard the Mississippi had mag- 
gots in it. | 


THE DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Sydney 
Reid of the New York office of the As- 
sociated Press was recalled at the 
opening of the session of the beef in- 
vestigating board today, but his re- 
examination developed nothing. 

Capt. Edward H. Plummer, aid-de- 
camp of Gen. Shafter and brigade 
quartermaster during the Cuban cam- 
paign, the next witness, was closely 
questioned as to the facilities for get- 
ting supplies to the front, but his tes- 
timony in this respect developed noth- 
ing new.

After the troops were landed he or- 
dered all troops forward with three 
days’ rations. The meat ration was not 
specified. Each commander determined 
whether it should be bacen or rpast 
beef.

LAWTON’S ADVANCE CONTINUES, 


Eneny’s Loss Over a Hundred and 
Vifty—Daring Filipino. 
[CY DIRECT WIRE TC THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK April 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's Manila cable, 
dated April 11, at 10:30 a.m., says that 
Gen. Lawton’s advance on the rebels 
_beyond Santa Cruz was continued this 
morning. The total number of the en- 
-emy driven from the town is estimated 
fat 1000. They lost 150 killed and 
/ wounded in the attack on Santa Cruz. 
Among their dead is Commandante 
'Pablo Aguirre. 

Santa Cruz is a prosperous and well- 
built town. It will probably be used by 
Gen. Lawton as the base of his opera- 
tions around Laguna de Bay. 

During the advance on Santa Cruz 
when the troops were half-way to the 
town from the landing place, an attack 
‘was made upon them by a single Fili- 
pino, who, remaining behind when his 
comrades fied, secreted himself in a 
house which he knew the Americans 
would pass. When Lawton and his 
staff reached this place the rebel, who 
was only eight feet disrant, fired point 
blank at the group of American offi- 
cers. Fortunately, in his excitement, 
his aim was bad, and the bullet flew 
wide of its mark. 

After firing, the native jumped from 
a window and fired from the yard, but 
again failed to hit anybody. As the 
daring Filipino jumped from the win- 
dow some of the American started after 
him. Before he could get out of the 
yard he was surrounded and shot three 
times. Even then he would not surren- 
der until he was struck with a gun 
and completely disabled. 

Close to the town there was a bridge 
200 feet long. The insurgents had bar- 
ricaded and made an attempt to hold it. 
A company each of the Fourteenth In- 
fantry and the North Dakota Volun- 
teers advanced to the bridge under a 
heavy fire from behind the barricade 
and from some stone houses close to 
the approach to the bridge. Our troops 
speedily tore down the barricade, but 
before this was accomplished the na- 
tives, after delivering a few parting 
shots, fled back into the town. . 

Meantime the others of the American 
forces did not wait until the bridge was 
taken, but forded the river and drove 
enemy eastward through the town into 


gunboats Napidan, Oesta and Laguna 
de Bay brought their Gatling guns into 
play, and, aided by the fire from the 
troops, killed and wounded seventy of 
the natives. 

Seven ancient Spanish cannon, and 
also a number of imitation cannon, 
manufactured out of gas pipe by the 
insurgents, were captured. The streets 
and houses, when our troops entered 
the town, indicated that the inhabitants 
had deserted the place on Sunday 
night. Contrary to their usual cus- 
tom, the rebels did not attempt to 
burn the town when they abandoned it. 

Spanish prisoners held by the insur- 
gents are reported to nave been re- 
moved a week ago, showing that the 
natives expected the town to be at- 
tacked.

IT WAS A DEATH TRAP. 


NEW YORK COLUAPSED. 


Four Workmen Were Killed Out- 
right and Many Others Were In. 
jured—Too Great a Weight 
Placed on the Big Traveling 
Derrick. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, April 11.—The tem- 
porary superstructure of the big Wil- 
lis avenue bridge now being built over 
the Harlem River collapsed this after- 
noon, killing four men and seriously 
injuring six, one of whom may die. 
Twelve or more other workmen also 
received injuries of a more or less se- 
rious nature. 7 

The accident was caused by too great 
a weight being put on the traveling 
derrick that crossed the upper struc- 
tures. 

The superstructure connected the 
nosth shore sustaining wall with a pier 
aml was a flimsy affair, stretching 300 
feet across deep water, built in three 
sections. one above another, to a 
height of about sixty feet. Over this 
@ massive traveling crane or carrier 
was operated. Twenty-five to thirty 
men were employed on the structure 
when the collapse occurred. A heavy 
load of steel beams was being sent out 
on the crane when the timbers gave 
way and the entire structure went 
down with a crash. As the support- 
ing timbers began to give way the 
heavily-laden crane ran rapidly for- 
ward for a short distance and toppled 
into the river.

NEW YORK, April 11.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
so far as the report of the British In- 
dian Currency Commission tends to 
show that there has been any serious 
consideration by the American Cabi- 
net of the question of another monetary 
conference, or of the ratio for the coin- 
age of gold and silver, it is misleading. 

There is the highest authority for the 
statement that there has been no Se- 
rious consideration of the question by 
the Cabinet since the failure of the last 
monetary conference, and that it is 
highly improbable that the United 
States, under the present administra- 
tion, will take an initiative for the call- 
ing of another. It can be said on the 
same authority, however, that the 
United States will accept any invita- 
tion that may be issued by any other 
nation for such a conference, and that 
the present administration would be in- 
clined to go as far in increasing the 
use of silver as other leading commer- 
cial nations might be willing to go. 

The enormous increase in the produc- 
tion of gold within the last few years, 
and the prospects that the annual out- 
put of the mines of the world will in- 
crease for many years, have served to 
convince many who formerly advocated 
remonetization of silver by an interna~ 
tional agreement that such a step Is 
unnecessary. 

George E. Roberts, Director of the 
Mint, whose official position gives much 


night that he was formerly an. advo- 
cate of an international agreement, but 
that in view of the great change in the 
situation, due to increased gold produc- 
tion, he did not believe that such an 
agreement was now possible, because 
there was no longer necessity for it, 
and it would be impossible to interest 
people in it. 

“The increase in gold production,” he 
said, “is almost inconceivable. I have 
made a calculation based on the most 
reliable data obtainable, which shows 
that by the year 1900, the annual pro- 
duction of gold alone in the world will” 
equal the production of gold and silver 
combined in 1896. This means that by 
the time of the next Presidential cam- 
paign, gold alone will supply the vol- 
ume of money that Mr. Bryan and his 
followers in the last campaign con- 
tended was necessary. This leaves the 
advocates of free coinage very little 
ground upon which to stand.

GAS FOR NEW YORK. 
Mayor Van Wyck Wants the City to 
Establish a Plant. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, April 11.—Mayor Van 
Wyck sent a message to the Municipal 
Assembly today, in which he said: 

“It is in the interest of the city of 
New York that the municipality should 
establish and maintain a plant for sup- 
plying gas both to the city and its in- 
habitants. Municipal ownership of gas 
plants is not a matter of experiment. 
Such plants are in successful operation 
in cities in this country and in Burope, 
I am credibly informed: that such a 
plant can be maintained so as to yield 
a handsome profit to the city, and at 
the same time supply gas to the public 
at a rate of about 70 cents per thou- 
sand feet. Legislative authority is nec- 
essary to enable the city to establish 
and carry out such a gas plant. In or- 
der that the position of the city may be 
definitely understood, I request that 
both houses of the Municipal Assembly 
pass a resolution calliny on the Legis- 
lature to give such statutory authority 
as may be necessary to enable the city 
to construct and operate a gas plant 
for the purpose of supplying gas to the 
city and inhabitants, with authority to 
acquire by purchase or condemnation 
proceedings any existing plant suitable 
for the purpose.”

ORDER FOR SUCH ON PEACE BASIS 
MAY BE ISSUED TODAY. 


Most of the Volunteers Will be Mus- 
tered Ont and Radical Changes 
Made in the Staff? Departments. 
Applications for Discharges 
from the Philippines. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April, 11.—An order 
has been prepared at the War De- 
partment for the reorganization of the 
army on a peace basis and it will prob- 
ably be issued tomorrow. Most of the 
general officers of the volunteer estab- 
lishment will be mustered out and rad- 
ial changes made in the staff de- 
partments of the same including the 
discharge of about sixty paymasters. 
With the exception of Gens. Otis, 
Shafter, Lawton and MacArthur, all 
the volunteer major-generals will be 
discharged, including Gens. Wade, Wil- 
son, Lee Wheeler, Bates, Young, Chaf- 
fee. Anderson, Sumner, Ludlow, Henry 
and Wood. Of the above list all but 
Gens. Wheeler, Lee and Wlson hold 
commissions of a lower grade in the 
regular army and consequently will not 
necessarily have to relinquish their 
present commands. 

Under its reorganization the army is 
entitled to two additional Major-Gen- 
erals, and Gens. Otis and Shafter have 
been chosen for these appointments. 

Law officers of the government are 
discussing, in the list of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation announcing the 
conclusion of peace, the question of 
mustering out the volunteer army. It is 
agreed that the law will be construed 
to meap that the muster-out of the 
troops shall be upon order of the Ex- 
ecutive, and that necessarily there must 
be a delay of a month or so in the dis- 
charge of the volunteers Meantime, 
they wil). receive their pay and allow- 
ances, in accordance with the prece- 
dent established at the close of the 
civil war a few of the voluneers er- 
ganizations may be retained in the 
service four some time, although those 
who desire to return home will be per- 
-mitted to do so. 

The law authorities hold that in or- 
der that the volunteers in the Philip- 
pines may remain in the service in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of — the 
army law passed by the last Congress, 
they must reénlist, not as organiza- 
tions, but as individuals. The organ- 
ization and thbe individuals who choose 
to go with them must be mustered out 
in this country. These individual vol- 
unteers who reénlist in the Philippines 
will receive not only the two months’ 
extra pay provided for on their dis- 
charge from the army, but also travel 
pav from this country to the Philip- 
pines and return, amounting to about 
$500. The war officials have decided it 
would be more desirable to take g 
trained soldier in the Philippines than 
to send that soldier home and return 
a raw recruit. 

If the applications for discharges are 
any criterion, it is evident that the vol- 
unteers in the Philippines are not anx- 
ious to remain, and will take advan- 
tage of the law to demand their mus- 
ter out. The effect of the vroclama- 
tion declaring peace will be felt sy the 
enlisted men in the regular army to the 
extent of a reduction of 20 per cent. in 
pay.

Santa Clara's action is important to 
the dry-wine trade for the reason that 
the period for which the present wine- 
makers’ corporation was formed ex- 
pires by limitation with the handling 
of the crop of 1898, and if the agree= 
ment formulated by -its officers with 
the associated dealers is to be carried 
out. and the industry thereby be placed 
on a firm and stable basis. the wire 
makers must be organized in ®ime to 
handle the crop of the season just 
opening.

Last Saturday he received a. tele- 
gram, not from the Minister of War, 
as was at first alleged, but an unsigned 
dispatch ordering him to proceed to 
Paris mmediately to place himself at 
he disposal ‘‘de qui de droit” (one 
who has the right to order you thus.) 
“Locrimier spent the rest of Satur- 
day preparing for the journey and 
killed himself that night. 

It is remarked as curious that 
throughout the whole agitation Locri- 
mier’s name had never been mentioned. 
There. seems no doubt, however, that 
he could have thrown some light upon 
the affair, especially regarding the 
mysterious death of Len Mercier Pick- 
ard. the detective, understood to have 
been employed in the Dreyfus affair, 
who was found hanging in his lodging 
in circumstances which did not point 
conclusively to suicide.

WEATHER AND,CROPS. 


Temperature Above Normal and’) 

Prospects Good for Heavy Yield.

SAN FRANCISCO, April. 11.—The 
weather and crop conditions existing— 
for the past week have been sum- 
marized by the Department of Agricul- 
ture as follows: 

“The temperature has been consider- 
ably above normal in nearly all parts 
of the State, causing a rapid develop- 
ment of grain and fruit. No rain has 
fallen except light showers .on the 
northwest coast.

Apricots will yield a larger 
crop ‘than has. beef esttmated, and 
other deciduous fruits and grains 
promise a heavier yield than has been 
known for several years. Orange trees 
are in bloom in Butte eounty, and cit- 
rue fruit prospects are good. Straw- 
berries are coming into the market 
plentifully in some sections.

The increase of 10 per cent. in the 
wages of 140,000 cotton-mill operatives 
in New England this week is a good 
advertisement for general prosperity 
and the present administration, and it 
also leads to some economic reflections. 
Not a year ago—or just about that 
length of time—the cotton-cloth busi- 
ness in the great mill towns of New 
England was at a low ebb, and pre- 
dictions were freely made that the 
business had gone to pieces perma- 
nently. Just about this time several 
new cotton mills were started in the 
South and New England became se- 
riously alarmed for fear that the whole 
cotton-cloth business would go to the

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south, where it really ought to be. 
Under the present arrangements, cot- 
ton grown in the South is shipped to 
New England, made into cloth there 
and then the cloth is shipped back to 
the South or to the West to be sold. It 
would seem that two freights might be 
saved by having the cotton mills lo- 
cated near the cotton fields. So 
alarmed were the New Englanders last 
year lest this should happen that they 
sent a commission south to examine 
into the cotton-manufacturing indus- 
try down there, and see what ought 
to be done. The commission found out 
one important thing—that the mill op- 
eratives of the South were not capable 
of making the finer grades of cotton 
cloth, and so New England took re- 
newed hope, went at business again, 
and is now booming in splendid style. 

There, are two other lines of business 
however that must soon be lost to 
New England. One of them—tanning 
leather—has almost gone already, and 
the other, boot and shoe manufactur- 
ing, is gradually moving into the 
West. It was not many years ago 
when there was a great tanning busi- 
ness in New England. 


of tanneries. Peabody, the town 
named after the great George Peabody 
of London, almost existed tan- 
neries. Today these immense institu- 
tions are inhabited by rats and Eng- 
lish sparrows. The business has gone 
to the West, where the bark may be 
obtained close at hand. : 
Strikes are kiHing the boot and shoe 
business of New England. It was a 
big strike that first started the tan- 
neries away from Salem and Peabody. 
Recently a great Lynn shoe factory 
had a strike. The proprietor swore 
profoundly at the strikers and moved 
his factory to St. Loufs, Mo., where 
there are fewer strikes, and where he 
finds hitmself nearer the supply of 
leather out of which he makes boots 
shoes. Several Brockton and 
Haverhill shoe manufacturers have 
gone west recently. There is no gen- 
eral westward movement among these 
concerns, but gradually they are drift- 
ing toward the West, where they will 
be nearer the tanneries and nearer the 
center of trade for certain grades of 
shoes. Most of the heavy men’s shoes 
made in Brockton are sold in. the 
West. There is no market in the East 
for them. It is a curious thing, too, 
that no finer grades of shoes are made 
in Brockton. In Lynn no heavy shoes 
are made, and there is not a big fac- 


tory in Lynn that makes shoes for 
men. Nothing fine shoes for 
women are made in Lynn. There is 


not a factory in Brockton that makes 
a shoe for womankind. 

The great trouble with New England 
shoe factories is that they require a 
reasonably high class of labor, and 
your New England laboring man 
thinks too much about the relations 
that he believes ought to exist between 
labor and capital. It is the way of 
the land. The laboring men read a 
good deal, they know a good deal about 
life and they fret because they can; 
not rise in the world fast enough. The 
New England workingman is usually 
discontented, even when he is getting 
good wages. So it was. this week 
when the cotton mills raised the wages 
of their employés 10 per cent..-In two 
towns, at least, the operatives struck 
because the increase was not large 
enough to suit them.

METHODIST MISSION WORK. 


BISHOP THOBURN IS ENCOURAGED 
AT THE OUTLOOK. 


Seldiers Mere Worked Up by Aboli- 
tien of Mileage and Rations Al- 
lowance Than of the Canteen. 
Manila Postofiice.

MANILA (Philippines,) March 1i, 
1899.—Since the fierce battles along the 
line which began on February 22, last- 
ing nearly a week, matters have grad. 
ually resumed their normal condition. 
Large batches of prisoners and sus- 
pects have been arrested, and the ar- 
senal and other places of security are 
pretty well filled up with a miscel- 
laneous assortment of insurrecto gen- 
try, most of evhom look as though they 
would line up better at a square meal 
after a good bath than behind a Mau- 
ser or Remington. — 

The order making it necessary for 


pivilians to be in their houses at 7 


o’clock p.m. is still in force, and, al- 
though it has proved itself a wise 
precaution, it is inconvenient to some 
and it, of course, will be officially 
rescinded when the proper time comes, 
Last week an insurgent officer op- 
posite Caloocan sent up a flag of truce 
and Col. Funston of the Twentieth Kan. 
Bas met the rebels, who proposed to 
stop sharpshooting in that particular 
locality, and there has been none since. 
The geveral engagements and our su- 
perior sharpshooting had played such 
havoc in their ranks that they seemed 
anxious for a rest. 
_ The point the insurgents seem to at- 
tack most persistently is that part of 
the American lines protecting the 
waterworks. An army official § std- 
tioned in that quarter has said that 
it is possible for the insurgents, by 
concentrating a large force there, to 
break through, but it is hardly proba- 
ble. On the hill near the waterworks 
and commanding all possible ap- 
proaches of the rebels our men are 
well intrenched in the hands of the 
Filipinos nothing could save Manila 


from fire. The water in the reservoir 


would last, for the ordinary uses of 
the people, but two or three days. 
The transport Morgan City arrived 
here on March 2, bringing a number of 
soldiers from San Francigcd besides 
about fifty ladies and children, the 
families of army officers and some 
Red Cross nurses. With the exception 


- of the nurses, Maj.-Gen. Otis ordered 


that the ladies and the children must 
remain on the Morgan City out in the 
harbor. The reason of Gen. Otis for this 
was that a few officershave_ brought 
their waives to Manila before this, and 
by experience he has learned that the 
first thing such an officer thinks 
about when a battle is coming and 
the city has been fired, is the safety 
of his family, and the interests of 
the army suffer. At first the ladies who 
had been on the ship twenty-nine days 
were badly disappointed and angry 
with Gen. Otis, but when they under- 
stood the reason were entirely satis- 
ms and settled down to live on the 
ship. 

The Morgan City also brought a num- 
ber of postal clerks of the United 
States Postoffice Department, who 
are sent to the Philippines to take 
charge of postoffice matters here. They 
avill be sent to Iloilo, Cavite, Cebu and 
Negros to take positions as postmas- 
ters, etc., in those sections. 

The United States transport Sena- 


“tor came in from San Francisco on 


March 4, with 674 men of the Twenty- 
second Regiment and a little mail. On 
the 5th the Ohio arrived with the 
other six companies of the regiment 
and a large quantity of salt. The 
troops from both ships went into camp 
on the Luneta for a few days’ rest 
before being assigned to duty. 

The Ohio brings 300 coffins, a large

Upon the conclusion of the treaty 
of peace Blanco hastened to return 
to Manila. At a meeting held within 
the walled city to welcome Col. Blanco, 
the Macabebes denounced the insur- 


gent uprising and declared they were 


ready to enlist and fight under the 
Stars and Stripes, against their sworn 


enemies, the insurgents, if they only] 


had Col. Blanco at their head. 

It should be remembered that all 
Filipinos are not insurgents by any 
means. The three principal tribes 
on these islands are the Togalos, Vi- 
cols and Visayans. There are numer- 
ous smaller tribes and more. than 
The Togalos 
are fighters, and all the other tribes 
are afraid of them and have compelled 
many Visayans to join the army. The 
latter, as well as the Vicols, are indus- 
trious and the Togalos would be in 
everlasting warfare with the other 
races unless the others would submit 
to being their sla#Ves. The population 
of the three races named, according 
to the last census taken by the Span- 
ish government .as_ follows: To- 
galos, 1,859,129; Visayans, 2,444,366: Vi_ 
cols, 485,106, showing that the majority 
of the Filipino people are opposed to 
the present war and want peace. 

e army and navy officers here real- 
ize that there is a great misunder- 
standing among the people of the 
United States regarding these islands 
and the conditions existing here, and 
attribute it to the fact that some of 
the newspapers have printed the most 
absurd stories, even in their descrip- 


_ tive matter, concerning the archipelago. 


They “have told about the terrible 
mosquitoes, the poisonous insects, the 
bnhealthy climate and contagious dis- 
bases. More than this, they have told 
many ridiculous stories about the army. 
Bome of this has been done by men 
firectly connected with the press, but 
the officers claim that many news- 


h-} twenty. miles—traveled,. 


papers, thinking only of cheap news, 
appointed many enlisted men who have’ 
had no experience as writers, and they 
have written, not as observers, but 
rather aired their little prejudices. One 
colonel told me that he believed half 
the men in his’ regiment represented 
newspapers. When some of the papers 
containing’ these tales drift into Ma- 
nila and are read by those on the 
ground, they make very amusing read- 
ing to those who know better, but 
when it is realized that it is a very 
serious matter at home it is a dif- 
ferent thing. 

Bishop J. M. Thoburn, at the head of 
the missionary work in Asia for the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, with 
headquarters at Calcutta, India, has ar- 
rived in Manila to look over the ground 
here as a field for missions. There has 
never been a Protestant church or mis- 
sion on these islands, and Bishop An- 
drews and Dr. Leonard, at the head 
of the church missions in New York, 
cabled Bishop Thoburn to come here. 

It now turns oat that Bishop Mc- 
Cabe attached the Philippines as a dis- 
trict to the Oregon conference and sent 
the Rev. Owens here from Tacoma, 
Wash., as presiding elder. The board 
of missions in New York, while ap- 
preciating his zeal, disagreed with 
Bishop McCabe's course, hence Bishop 
Thoburn’s presence here to put mis- 
sionaries into the field at once. This 
means that the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is the first Protestant church 
in the field. 

Upon the. arrival of Bishop Thoburn 
the Chinese Consul sent for him and 
warmly received him when he called. 
Through an interpreter he explained to 
the bishop the oondition of the Chinese 
in the Philippines and how they all 
came to be Catholics. Nearly all of his 
people here had married Filipinos, and 
before the church would permit the 
marriage of their women to Chinamen 
the latter were obliged to join the 
church. The Consul said that he him- 
self was forced to become a Catholic 
in order to stay here and occupy his 
position. 

He urged the bishop to get ta work 
soon among his people with the mis- 
sionaries, and said the bishop: “I¢ is 
a good sign to have these people send 
for us, and I have had nothing en- 
courage me so much in a long time as 
the voluntary seeking of our religion 
for his tens of thousands of people in 
these islands, on the part of the lead- 
ing and most. influential Chinaman 
here.”’ The bishop further said: “With 
American control of the Philippines 
the cause of “hrist as we have been la- 
boring all *\wese years to estabilsh it 
in Asia will have advanced more than 
a century, for. these islands almost 
touch the continent of Asia, and the 
relations of the inhabitants, in every 
respect, are so closely allied to’ those 
on the main land. With our occupation 
here Admiral Dewey will have been 
an agency in the cause of missions in 
the Far East, and the humblest Ameri- 
can soldier will indirectly have been a 
missionary.”’ 

Which would be the greater responsi- 
bility for the United States, to hold 
these isJands or to drop them? People 
in America should bear in mind that 
the monastic churches here are en- 
tirely different from our Catholic 
church, and army officers here who are 
Catholics strongly condemn the meth- 
ods of the church in the Philippines. 

There are 100 sailors.and tramps, the 
former becoming deserters from ships 
in Manila Harbor so they could stay 
here to take aldvantage of the oppor- 
tunity for looting. They are from both 
American and English ships, and many 
of them are very tough characters. 

They dress up as American soldiers 
and watch their opportunity where 
there is a fire or a battle, but the 
United States authorities are after 
them and will soon round them all up 
and, have them in jail. Several are 
there now. In some instances’ the 
American seliiers have been given the 
credit for. the crimes of these desperate 
men. 

The soldiers here have just learned 
that the Post Exchange, commonlyg¢ 
known as the “Soldiers’ Canteen,’’ have 
been abolished, though the order has 
not reached here yet,.‘:and these co- 
operative drinking places are still run- 
ning among the boys in blue in Ma- 
nila. 

The men claim the discontinuing o 
these places is in the direct interest of 
the saloon-keeper and the wholesale 
liquor dealers and avill have a tendency 
of taking the soldiers outside and into 
worse company. Heretofore the money 
earned by these places has gone into a 
fund to be used for any purpose the 
members of the camp might direct. 
Some of them used it to hiré a China- 
man to do their washi and perform 
other camp duties. Others would use 
it in some other way. 

The men chim ¢hat the “Soldiers’ 
Canteen” has had the effect of keep- 
ing the wilder ones of the camp from 
drinking the tefrible concoctions, es- 
pecialjy the dangerous ‘Anisado,” 
drank by the natives here. The mili- 
tary government has recently ordered 
that the sale and manufacture of the 
stuff be discontinued and violators of 
this order are severely punished. It is 
made of rice stems. The natives have 
many kinds of intoxicants peculiar to 
themselves, and of course our soldier 
must at least sample all of them. 
Modern civilization has been credited 
with a great deal that is bad, but it 
cannot be charged with giving the semi- 
barbaric Filipinos their deadly liquors 
used as beverages. In this respect the 
native has been giving Civilization, 
through the American soldier, a few 
lessons. 

The enlisted men are worked up 
more, however, onaaccount of the abo- 
lition of mileage and rations allow- 
ance by the War Department. Hereto- 
fore the privates were credited with 
50 cents mileage and 30 cents rations 


amounting in all to 80 cents. For in- 
stance, every hundred miles covered 
the enlisted man would have $4 cred- 
ited to him, every one thousand miles 
$40.“ The government estimates on a 
basis of 11,000 miles from New York 
to Manila, so the private from there 
coming to Manila would have just $440 
payable when he was discharged. Of- 
ficers are allowed the same in propor- 
tion to the rank and salary paid, so 
many of them avill have snug sums due 
them. 

The enlisted men are making a ter- 
rible howl about this, and think they 
have been taken advantage of after 
coming here, and if the government 
had made it apply after their return 
it would have been fair enough: With 
the number of men now in the Philip- 
pines the amount of money to be paid 
by the government as above will be an 
enormous sum, 

A free-silver man now in Manila who 
has been converted to the gold stand- 
ard after having had practical experi- 
ence with the white metal money in 
these islands, China and Japan, made 
this comment at the dinner ¢able: 
“President McKinley made one serious 
mistake in this war, and that was the 
sending of W. J. Bryan to Cuba as 
colonel instead of to the Philippines, 
for even he would have been cured of | 


his free-silver notions.” ‘“‘No,” said a 
friend sitting opposite, ‘McKinley 
didn’t make a mistake. He did just 


right, for if he had sent Col. Bryan to 
the Philippines he would have been | 
here in Manila a few weeks and gone 
back preaching against annexation, 
giving the impression that he knew all 
about these islands, for he had been 
here.”’ ‘“‘You are right,’ said the for- 
mer silver. man, “I had not looked at 
it in that way.”

To the credit of the Spanish officers 
it may be said that they are cond ng 
themselves in a very dignified manner. 
The Spantards 4n business here seem 
to be contented. The Chinese are de- 
lighted with the American occupancy, 


and will tell you in Spanish, “Ameri- 
cano mucha amigo.” 
The Spanish newspapers are run- 


ning as usual, and one new illustrated 
humorous paper has recently started 
and prints all kinds of jokes on Uncle 
Sam and the Filipinos. The Filipino 
papers, of course, have all gone to Ma- 
lolos, Aguinaldo’s capital city. 

If I were giving Manila a sobriquet 
I would call it the “Filthy City,” bat 
since the United States military gov- 
ernment has organized a street-clean- 
img department and set the Filipino 
prisoners of war to work on the streets 
and parks they present a very notice- 
able improvement. Street cleaning is 
something never attempted before in 
Manila, and the Spanish residents are 
surprised at the change. Carts hauled 


by water buffalo go through the princi- 
pal streets daily with a corps of sweep- | 
ers, accompanied by a guard of soldier 
boys. The military police are also 
forcing the inhabitants to have more 
regard for ondinary decency and the 
cleanliness of ¢he public streets, but 
this is an undertaking of great magni- 
tude, for it is like changing the habits 
of a people. ; 

Near the main hospital for United 
States soldiers is the branch hospital 
of our government for the care and 
treatmem of Filipino sick and wounded 
soldiers who have been captured. In- 
surgent soldiers with one or both arms 
or legs amputated and with all sorts 
of wounds are found there. There are 
some women who have been shot also, 
as many of them have been engaged 
in carrying ammunition tothe soldiers. 
All receive the very best of treatment, 
fully eqaal to that given our own, and 
the wounded insurgent who has fallen 
into the hands of the Americans are 
fortunate indeed, for their own people 
are unable to give them proper medi- 
cal treatment or food. The medical 
men say they make difficult cases to 
cure, for the condition of their blood 
is not favorable for the treatment of 
serious avounds. 

It is said: that scarcity of provis- 
ions and lack of ammunition, besides 
other discomforts incidental to keep- 
ing up a hopelessly losing game, have 
made numbers of insurgents deter- 
mined to surrender. In fact, some 
have already tried to do so, but they 
came to give themselves up without 
their arms, and no such surrender 
could be accepted. 

Some of the Montana boys have been 
operating in placer gold mining in @ 
small way for several days near their 
trenches and are said. to have made 
wages, and at the same time occupy- 
ing their time. They claim that in 
many pleces they find excellent indi- 
cations for paying gold, and the Mon- 
tana boys ought to know gold when 
thev see it. . 

With the number of naval officers 
now in Manila _ there are naturally 
many live subjects on naval and mili- 
tery affairs discussed. One of these 
at present is the plan of our govern- 
ment in handling the transports. Ex- 
perienced naval men believe that trans- 
ports should be handled entirely by 
the navy. The War Department should 
see that their men are on the 
transports, but it is the navy’s busi- 
ness. to see that the vessels are safels‘ 
landed at their destination and con- 
voyed when necessary. They claim 
that there has been much confusion 
recently in haydling the transports be- 
tween Manila and Iloilo that needed 
the assistance of the navy. The trans- 
ports of England are handled by the 
navy, and. naval officers claim that it 
is the correct system. 

The Manila postoffice is doing an 
enormous business. From the date of 
the stamp 
sales amounted to $32,000; money 
orders, $176,000; number of letters 
handled, 15,000,000; newspapers and 
packages, 2,000,000. ° 

Under the Spanish the number of 
employés in the Manila postoffice 
numbered 250, now fifty men do the 
work, twenty-one of the old Spanish 
employés being retained as_ elcrks. 
There are fourteen letter carriers who 
collect 1 cent for each letter delivered. 
There are six postoffice employés who 
take care of the horses, drive the 
wagons, etc. Soon a postoffice will be 
established at Zamboanga, the largest 
town in Mindanao, the second largest 
island of the group, which has been 
occupied by the Spanish, but one of 
our warships is now there to take pos- 
session and may have it before this 
time. 

The French man-of-war Jean Bart 
came into Manila Bay yesterday and 
gave the Olympia, the Rear-Admiral’s. 
salute. The Admiral returned the sa- 
lute the same as it was given, but 


notify the Frenchman that the Olym- 
pia was now entitled to the Admiral’s 
salute. The officers of the French 
ship had not noticed the Admiral’s 
pennant before saluting. 

It was a great event in American 
history when on March 4 the Admiral’s 
flag was, for the first time in Pacific 
waters, raised over an American ves- 
sel. Admiral Dewey was duly in- 
stalled as the head of 
States navy, coming into the title of 
full Admiral, the rank having been 
revived by the last Congress in order 
to do honor to the hero of Manila 
Bay. The “four stars’ had not ap- 
peared in the American navy since 
Admiral Porter’s death, he having suc- 
ceeded Admiral Farragut, who with 
Dewey, are the only men in American 
history who have attained the rank of

Charged With a Vicious and Unpro- 
voked Assault on Superintendent 
Durbrow of the Salton Salt 
Works—Damage Suit Initiated. 


If C. Wilson Porter will call at the 
Police Station and give himself up he 
will save the minions of the law, and 
perhaps himSelf, much trouble. Porter 
has been a_ loudly-conspicuous man 
about town by reason of his swagger 
airs’ and numerous. ~petcadilloes, hut 
now that there is a real yearning for 
a sight of his manly presence, “he is 
conspicuous only by his absence. 

Porter's unconventional conduct 
since coming to this city seem to have 
afforded him a great deal. of amuse- 
ment, but he will probably find that it 
is no joking matter that he is up 
against this time: 

A warrant was issued yesterday for 
Porter’s arrest on the charge of bat- 
tery, and a civil suit for $25,000 is to 
follow. 

The warrant for Porter's arrest on 
the criminal charge was sworn out by 
George W. Durbrow, general manager 
of the salt works at Salton station in 
the Colorado desert. Mr. Durbrow will 
also._be the plaintiff in the civil ac- 
tion to recover $25,000 damages from 
Porter. 

George W. Durbrow, who has in- 
voked the law against C. Wilson Por-

fair. 

As has been stated, the hotel people 
had little to say about the matter, be- 
yond the statement that Porter and 
Durbrow had apparently been = on 
friendly terms with each other, and 
had no trouble inside the hotel.

MASONIC FESTIVAL. 


PLANS FOR THE GREAT CHARI- 
TABLE FLORAL EXHIBIT. 


Some of the Features of the Enter. 
tainment Which Will Appeal to 
All Classes of the Population. 
Battle of Manila on Two Even- 
ings. 


The Masonic Flewer and Fruit Fes 
tival to be held at Hazard's Pavilion 
from the 25th to the 28th of this monty 
has for its object the raising of a fund 
for the establishment in Southern Cal- 
ifornia of a home for the widows and 
orphans of members of the Masonic 
fraternity. About a year ago a Ma-. 
sonic home was dedicated at Decato, 
where widows and orphans of deceased 
members of the entire State of Cali- 
fornia will be admitted, and to that 
charitable object the Grand Lodge con-

at the California Club, of which he 
is a member, or is a guest at one} 
of the leading hotels. He has a host. 
of friends here, who are always glad | 
to welcome him when finds. th= | 
Colorado desert too hot and comes io’! 
the coast to cool off. 

Mr. Durbrow admits that the tem- 
perature is a trifle warm at times in 
the desert, but-he found C. Wilson Por- 
ter. Whom. he met upon his last trip to 
the city, to be a much warmer arti- 
cle. As the result of too much Porter 
Mr. Durbrow is now laid up at the. 
Van Nuys Hotel in a badly disfigured 
condition. 

Although the hotel people and all 
other parties concerned are very reti- 
cent about the matter, it leaked out 
yesterday that Durbrow was the vic- 
tim of a brutal assault on the part of 
Porter last Sunday night. 

According to the best information ob- 
tainable, Porter and Durbrow were in 
the bar-room or the office of the hotel 
about 1 o'clock in the mornng. Por- 
ter was in a playful mood, and wanted 
Durbrow to help him make a “snow- 
storm” with a bag or dish of popcorn. 
Durbrow felt too old and dignified to 
indulge in such boy’s play, and tried 
to get away from his tipsy compan- 
ion. Porter then is alleged to have 
insisted that he should take-a drink, 
excused himself and 
started to leave the hotel. As Porter 
saw him disappear through the Main- 
Street entrance, he after wim, 
shouting: “You can’t shake me this 
way.”’ 

Durbrow turned as he reached the 
sidewalk to face his pursuer, and at 
that moment Porter is alleged to have 
struck him a violent blow in the face. 
The attack waseso sudden and unex- 
nected that Durbrow, who is a slight 
man and over 55 years old, was pow- 
erless. to defend himself. The 
blow felled him to the cement walk 
with such force that he was rendered 
unconscious. Porter, not content with 
knocking the old man down, is said 
to have jumped.upon his prostrate form 
and to have been in the act of beat- 
ing him brutally in the face when 
some of the hotel employés rushed out 
and separated him from his victim. 
Durbrow was helped to his room, 
where he lay in an unconscious con- 
dition for some time. He kept to his 
room all day Monday, and yesterday 
was still reported to be tn a serious 
condition. He was well enough, how- 
ever, to see his attorneys and the Dis- 
trict Attorney to institute action for 
redress for what he considers an un- 
provoked, unwarranted and brutal as- 
sault. 

‘Deputy District Attorney Fredericks, 
acting on Durbrow’s representations, 
issued a complaint against Porter, ° 
charging him with battery. Justice 
Morgan subsequently issued a warrant 
for Porter's arrest. The warrant was 
placed in Policeman Fowler’s hands for 
Service, but up to midnight he was un- 
able to find the culprit. At the Hotel 
Van Nuys it was stated that Porter 
had not been there since Sunday, and 
that he sent for his luggage yesterday 
morning, but the hotel people did not 
know to what place it was removed. 
At the California’ Club all inquirers 
were informed that Mr. Porter’s where. 
abouts were unknown so far as the club 
was concerned. Intimate friends of 
Porter also professed not to know what 
had become of him. A report gained 
currency that he had engaged a berth 
for San Francisco on the Southern Pa- 
cific Owl train or night express, but the 
railroad officials denied that they had 
any such booking. If he boarded any 
train to leave the city he did so unob- 
served. His friends, however, scout the 
idea that he left the city, and say he

But 
these immense creations were not all, 
and a most lovely form of der orative 
art sprung up under his hand 

He had learned much from. the an- 
tiquities. of Rome, in whose study he 
led the way, having been appointed su- 
perintendent of excavations: and he 
Was especially struck by the fresh dis- 
eoveries in the. baths of Titua of the 
Greco-Roman arabesque  ornamenta- 
tion and made the basis of his dec 
oration of the loggie of the Vatican. 
His fancy here ran into endless forms 
of graceful grotesque which astonish 
by their exuberance of fancy.

This is by nv 
means saving that art flourishes bet- 
ter in the atmospher® of ecclesiastic 
or aristocratic patronage than in the 
air of democratic fréedom,’ but the 
epoch to which Raphael belongs and 
of which he was the, most shining 
light was a splendid one for art. It 
found its expression in Raphael. He 
was at once commissioned to decorate 
some large rooms (stanze) of the Vat- 


ican and to aid in other ways in 
building and adorning St. Peter's 
ehurch. The imperious Julius sum- 
marily dismissed the Florentine and 


Umbrian artists, Piero della Francesc, 
Perugino, Pinturicchio and cthers, 
erasing their frescoes in order to in- 
stall the young Raphael in their place, 
though with his loving heart he 
mourned the destruction of these 
paintings. Nor was anything really 
lost. In the Stanza della’: Signatura 
Rahpael in 1509 painted his first large 
fresco of the “Disputa,” a thoroughly 
ecclesiastic picture, and at the same 


~hurch, and in this he doubtless con- 


though greatly injured by restoration, 
vet has divine pathos, and never, per- 
haps, was such a loftily spiritual con- 
ception of Christ the Sufferer painted. 

Following these were the seven tap- 
estrv cartoons that are now in the 
Kensington Mnseum at London made 
from HRurhael’s .designs and whose 
majesty and réligiousness, with their 
elegance and breadth of execution 


‘need only be named. 


It would not be possible even to re- 
count here the number of smaller 
paintings, designs and drawings which 
flowed from this affuent mind that en-. 
riched his age and all time by its over- 
flowings like those of the Nile stream, 
The last work of his life, as if the 
spring were not exhausted but only 
deepened, was the “Transfiguration,” 
in which his genius reached its highest 
volume. In this picture he gave an 
exact translation of the words of St. 
Matthew’s gospel, and in this render- 


ing the true unity of the painting, 
which is otherwise somewhat con- 
fused. is to be found. The agonizing 


criefs and bitter struggles of the lower 
earth vanish away in the transcendent 
hope and light of the opening heaven. 
This masterpiece stood unfinishe’ in 
his studio where he lay in death. 

Raphael died on the anniversary of 
his birth in 1520, and was buried in the 
Pantheon of Rome. 

In any just estimate of what Raphael 
was and accomplished it would be un- 
fair t forget that he was but 2°27 years 
old when he died.

The inimitable splendor of Raphael’s 
artistic skill shows, as has been hinted, 
a pathetic decline toward the end of 
his life, for the reason that he ate 
tempted too much, tried to go beyond 
even his own powers, and he thus hur- 
ried and scanted his work. It became 
diffused and weakened. His pupils did 
not bear out his fame. They lost the 
magic breadth of his composition, the 
smooth and refined coloring, the ex- 
quisite grace and the religious feeling 
that characterized the master, so that 
renaissance art touched its zenith in 
him, and it was @®golden sunset glory 
that emerged a while before it quite 
vanished away. 

In certain qualities of painting, Ti- 
tian was undoubtedly greatrr .than 
Raphael, and in other qualities Vee 
lasquez and Rembrandt, as also Rous- 
seau and some moderns In the real- 
ism of nature and landscape: but taken 
all around, for creative power and in- 
vention, elegance of execution, grace 
and winning sweetness and a beauty 
that is almost divine, there is no 
one like Raphael.

Weekly ‘Crop Bulletin. — Unusually 
warm weather, with drying land winds, the 
first of the week, was followed by cooler 
weather with considerable cloudiness, and in 
the coast sections, morning fogs.

AN ARIZONA MURDER. 


TWO DEPUTY SHERIFFS TREACH- 
EROUSLY KILLED. 


The Murderers Surrounded in the| 


Chiracahuas hy Fifty Cowboys 
and Sure to Re Lynched—Sheriff 
Scott White to Assist in the 
Capture. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

TOMBSTONB (Ariz.,) April 11. —[Ex- 
cClusive Dispatch.] William and 
Thomas Halderman, murderers of Con- 
stable Ainsworth and Ed Moore, are 
reported to be surrounded in the Chi- 
racahua Mountains by fully fifty cow- 
boys, and news of their capture is ex- 
pected at any hour. The fugitives are 
on foot, their horses having been 
abandoned. They are known to be 
heavily armed, each having a rifle and 


revolver. They are sure to sell their 


lives dearly, well knowing that if cap- 
tured they will be hanged on the spot 
without delay. They are appreciated 
as desperadoes of the worst type, and 
no mercy will be given them. 

Full particulars of the murder are 
now at hand. It occurred in the Chi- 
racahua Mountains, at the Halderman 
ranch, thirty-five miles from Pearce. 
A warrant was sworn out before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace in Pearce, charging 
the two Haldermans with killing cat- 
tle on the range. The warrant was 
placed in the hands of Deputy Sheriff 
Chester L. Ainsworth, a steady and 
efficient officer, a brother of the At- 
torney-General of the Territory, 
Charles F. Ainsworth. Deputy Ains- 
worth had for several years been on 
friendly terms with tthe MHalderman 
brothers, and had no idea his mission 
would be other than a peaceful one. 

About a mile from his’ destination, 
near Wilgus, the officer was joined by a 
young cowboy named Ed Moore. The 
men they sought were readily found at 
home. ©The warrant was duly served 
upon them, there being no show of re- 
sistance. They only asked to be al- 
lowed to take with them a change of 
clothing. Permission was _ readily 


granted. The brothers stepped into tha |. 


cabin, Ainsworth and Moore both 
mounted, awaiting them in front. 
Without warning the Haldermans ap- 
peared from behind opposite sides _of 
the house and opened fire with rifics 
on the two horsemen. One buliet, from 
the front, grazed Ainsworth’s left 
shoulder, and another, from _ behind, 


} penetrated his brain; coming out be- 


neath the right eye. He fell dead from 
his horse. Both rifles were then turned 
on Moore, who defended himself as best 
he could with his revolver, firing four 
shots. He, however, was shot through 
the bowels, and had_ only enough 
strength to spur his horse from the 
scene. The horse bore him _home, 
where, at ‘the time, were only his 
mother and sister. “To them he told 
his tale. Two hours later he died in 
agony. 

When the posse of hastily-summoned 
ranchmen reached the Halderman 
ranch the murderers had mounted and 
fled, one of them riding Ainsworth’s 
-horse. The entire district was aroused 
and every available man started on the 
trail. Sheriff Scott White has gone to 


assist, taking with him several depu- 


ties. 

Moore, who was only 19 years old, 
has been buried at home. Ainsworth’g 
remains have been prepared for ship- 
ment, for burial at his old nome, at 
Flint, Mich.

Constitutional Status in Jamaica is 
Restored—All Friendliness,

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) April 11—[By | 


West Indian Cable.] The legislative 
council resumed its session today. The 
Governor, Sir Augustus Hemmingway, 
read a statement making absolute and 
unconditional surrender, withdrawing 
the additional officials and members, 
restoring the constitutional status quo 
ante bellum and appealing to the 
representatives to accept the right 
hand of fellowship; to allow bygones 
to be bygones, announcing that he re- 
lied on their patriotism to aid him in 
solving the difficulties. 

Thereupon the representatives with- 
drew the vote of censure passed upon 
the government on Friday last, and 
voted $500,000 to meet the immedate li- 
abilities pending a rearrangement of 
the finances of the island.

There is more to be decided at the 
coming special election, ai which the 
matter of annexing the University 
Precincts is to be voted upon, than the 
simple extension of the boundaries of 
the city so as to include that district. 
If annexation carries at the polls, {ft 
will mean that coursing and other 
forms of gambling at Agricultural 
Park niust cease, for that park will 
then be included in the city. Those in- 
terested in the events at the park have 
begun an active campaign to defeat 
the annexation proposition, and an 
equally active campaign is expected 
from those oppased to coursing, pool 
selling and other forms of gambling. . 

The Board of Police Commissioners 


. «has little to do besides consider appli- 


cations for liquor licenses since the 
new license laws went into effect. They 
had before them yesterday a score or 
more applications, some of which they 
Kranted and others they referred, 

The pevments of the second install- 
ment of city taxes have now reached 
more than $8000 per day and are ex: 
pected to increase daily, The time for 
payment without delinquency expires 
April 24. 

No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday and no suspected cases were 
discovered. There have been no new 
cases for more than a week, and all the 
patients now under treatment are 
thought to be recovering. - 

Under a decision of Judge Allen, ren- 
dered in a suit brought by the Stimson 
Mill Company against F. W. Braun, 
the defendant will be compelled to 
pay a second time for a large part of 
the contract work done in remodeling 
the Vickery building.

ANNEXATION OPPOSED. 


DOUBLE QUESTION INVOLVED AT A 
COMING SPECIAL ELECTION. 


Wictory for Annexation Would Stop 
Gambling at Agricultural Park. 
License Matters Before the Po- 
lice Commission—No New Cases 
of Smallpox—Heavy Tax Collec- 
tions. 


° 


The question of the annexation of the 
University precinct, which is to be de- 
cided at a special election to be held 
probably May 24, is not the only mat- 
ter that that election is to determine, 
and there is every prospect of an active 
campaign before that election for the 
purpose of defeating if possible the 
proposed annexation. Those who are 


opposed to it, and they are by no means 


those who reside in the precinct itself, 


“have been quietly at work for some 


time to secure votes against it, saying 
little in the mean time why they are 
so much interested in the defeat of the 
annexation proposition. The opposition 


has already been organized, and it is 


ready and willing to use money to se- 


cure its ends. 


- The annexation is opposed by the dog 
men interested in coursing, the gam- 
blers who are interested in pool-selling, 
and others who at-present have a place 
where they can carry on almost any 
kind of a business, only a step across 
the city’s boundary, and still near 
enough to the city to secure the at- 
tendance of large crowds. If the an- 
carries at the 
olis, it will mean that Agricultural 
k will be included within the city 
limits, and that means @ death blow 
to coursing there. The City Council 
and the police force would then have 
jurisdiction, and more than one of the 
members of the Council has declared 
that he will vote to prohibit coursing 
and other gambling in that park if the 
place be annexed. It would then also 
be impossible for the lessee of the park 
to conduct pool-selling there, for the 
reason that there is a city ordinance 
which prohibits the selling of pools 
within the city, and a number of con- 
victions have been secured for viola- 
tions of that ordinance. If annexation 
rarries, it will be impossible for any 
sounty officer, particularly the Sheriff, 
to wink at the presence at the park of 
the wheel of fortune and other gam- 
@ling devices, for the reason that the 
police force would have exclusive juris- 
diction there; and,the Sheriff would 
pave nothing to do with the matter. 
For these reasons it is not strange 


_that there has been such a quiet effort 


to secure votes against the annexation 
of the precinct. Among the residents 
pf the precinct, annexation is popular, 
as it would give them police and fire 
rotection that they do not. now enjoy. 


g e opponents have endeavored to 


prevent their efforts from becoming 
known, as they ed it would gause 
a counter campaign to be waged, and 
that this would result in the victory 
for the annexation plan and compel 
them to move to other quarters. 
known that certain persons have been 
yeending out their lieutenants to secure 
votes, and that some money has been 
used in that direction. 

It had been intemded to hold the elec- 
tion forthe annexation of the Garvanza 
district on May 16, and that for the 
annexation of the University precinct 
on the following day. These dates 
were put in an ordinance calling the 
election, which was presented at the 
regular meeting of the Council Mon- 
day. Owing to the fact that the full 
list of election officers had not been 
completed at that time, and. as the 
names of these officers must appear in 
the ordinance, it had to be returned to 
the City Attorney, who will insert the 
names this week if they are given him 


by the members of the Council. This 
deJay will make it impossible to hid 
the elections on the dates mentioned, 


and they will probably be postponed for 
a week. This will give more than a 
month for the campaign for and against 


coursing and other such sports at the

ELEVEN DAYS MORE. 


City Taxes Must Be Paid by an Week 
from Monday. 

When the City Tax and License Col- 
lector's office closes on the ‘afternoon 
of April 24, a week from next Monday, 
all taxes that have not been paid as 
the second installment of city taxes 
Will be delinquent and the usual pen- 
alty of 10 per cent. will be added. 
Thereafter the taxes cannot be paid 
Without the payment of the penalty 
also. As a result of the approach of 
the time of delinquency the payments 
have greatly increased during the last 
few days. Yesterday more than $8000 
was paid into the Tax Collector's office 
and today’s payments are expected to 
be almost or quite as large. At the be- 
£inning of this month there remained 
uncollected $225,000 of the second in- 
stallment of taxes, but this has been 
reduced from day to day until at the 
close of business yesterday there was 
less than $180,000 to be collected. The 
greater portion of this will be paid 
Within the next ten days as there is al- 
wavs a rush of small taxpayers toward 
the end of the season for making such 
payments and the large taxpayers who 
have use for their money delay making 
the payments until the last for busi- 
ness reasons, the money being worth 
to them all that could be secured on it 
at discount rates. If the proportion of 
delinquency is no greater this year than 
last it will be less than $30,000, and 
much of thet will afterward be paid in,

Branch of the Library to Be Opened 
on Macy Street, 

The Board of Library Trustees held 
a session yesterday afternoon, Presi- 
dent C. C. Davis of the Board of Edu- 
cation appearing to explain a proposed 
branch of the ‘library to be operated 
under the codperation of the Board of 
Education and the Board of Library 
Trustees, ta which the old board had 
given assent.

NO CASES, NO SUSPECTS. 


Continued Improvement in_ the 
\ Smallpox Cenditions. 

No new cases of smallpox developed 
yesterday and no suspected cases were 
discovered which after the investigation 
were not pronounced something other 
than smallpox. Fewer reports of sus- 
pected cases than usual were received 
at the health office yesterday, and 
Health Officer Powers visited all ‘of 
them. He-found none in such con- 
dition as to cause any alarm, most of 
the cases being simple skin diseases 
with nothing except the eruptions to 
liken them to smallpox. The number 
of cases under-treatment remains the 
same as since Saturday, seven. Two 
of these will be discharged by the end 
of the week and three others next 
week. Two families which have been 
under quarantine for the past month 
were released yesterday after another 
thorough fumigation of their houses 
and effects. 


IN THE LICENSE BUSENBSS, 


Applications Keep the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners Busy. 
Ever since the new license. ordi- 
nances went into effect, the Police 
Commissioners have had their hands 
full in attending to license 
Not only have most of their sessions 
been devoted to license business, but 
the members have had to devote much 
time to it when they were not in ses- 
sion. Yesterday was no. exception, for 
the hearing and consideration of ap- 
Dlications of licenses of one sort or 
another took up most of the time of 

the regular session of the board. 
At the last meeting of the board 
Robert Gordan applied for a license to 
sell liquors in connection with his res- 
taurant. He wanted to make the sales 
in such a manner that a saloon license 
would be required, and as the limit 
of 200 had been reached it was impos- 
sible for the commission to grant him 
a license. Yesterday he appeared with 
the application for a transfer of the 
saloon license of H. Merlo at No. 700 
San Fernando street to his place of 
business on Spring street. He also 
presented the written consent of prop- 
ertvy-owners on his block, but because 
he did notehave in that consent two- 
thirds of the frontage, the application 
went over until the next regular meet- 
ing of the board. 

‘The matter of the application of John 
FE. Clark for a transfer of a license now 
held bya brewery, about which there 
has been considerable trouble, was 
again brought up. It appears that 
Clark will not consent to certain con- 
ditions which the brewing firm de- 
mands as a price of its consent to the 
transfer, and the owner of the prop- 
erty now occupied by Clark will: not 
lease it him under the circum- 
stances. The commission finally denied 
the application for a transfer. Th's 
action is peculiar in many ways, and is 
by the commission

Violation of ‘the Sunday ciosing or- 
dinance, althcugh no case*was made 
out against him.

A HARD SITUATION. 


TWICE-PAID CONTRACT FOR RE- 
CONSTRUCTING A BUILDING. 


Judge Allen Holds That F. W. Braun 
is Responsible for Claims, De- 
spite the Fact That the Con- 
tractors Had Already Recei¥ed 
Payment. 


‘ 


Suits on mechanics’ liens are gen- 
erally the most interesting of any that 
come to trial in the courts, but a case 
has just been decided by Judge Allen 
that is lifted out of the ordinary run 
of such cases by the amount of money 
involved, and the decision that the 
owner istesponsible for a large amount 
of money to the men who provided 
material, even though such amount 
had previously been paid over to the 
contractors. 

In this action of the Stimson Mill 
Company et al. against F. W. Braun 
et al., various mechanics’ lien claim- 
ants, who had furnished materials to 
the contractors for the alteration, coh- 
struction and repair of what has been 
known as the Vickery Block, on North 
Main . street, sought to foreclose the 
liens on the ground that the contract 
between the owners and contractors 
was void as to them, and upon the 
further ground that even if a valid 
contrast, certain payments were pre- 
madurely made. 

It was shown upon the trial that on 
July I, 1897, the defendants, as oavners 
of the building, entered into a contract 
with Patton & Tuttle, contracting 
builders, by which it was agreed «hat 
the contractors were to do all the 
work included in the removing of the 
old building. pulling out all interior 
work of the Vickery building, and fur- 
nishing all materials and labor neces- 
sary to reconstruct the building, etc., 
all old material to be the property 
of the contractors. The contract 
provided that the sum to be paid by 
the owners to the contractors should 


be $12,254, that sum to be made pay- | 


able in installments. The Code of Civil 
Procedure, providing for mechanics’ 
lieris, provides, in brief, that a con- 
tract shall be in writing, and the total 
amount to be paid, the amounts of 
partial payments and the dates when 
they are to be made must all be set 
out. If all the requirements so defined 
are not set out, and the contract filed 
with the County Recorder’ hefore 
work.is commenced, it is provided that 
such contract or contracts shall he 
wholly void, and in such cases the 
labor done and materials furnished by 
all persons, except the contractor, shall 
he deemed to have been done and fur- 
nish@éd at the perscnal instance of the 
owner, and they shall have a lien for 
the value. : 

Judge Allen holds, in the opinian he 
has handed down in the case, that the 
contract price was not $12,254, but that 
amourt: plus whatever the value 
proved to be of the old material,. and 
that that being so, the real price was 
not set forth in the contract, nor was 
the total amount divided into spec'fic 
payments, for at the time there could 
be no knowledge of the value of the 
old material. But even if the contract 
were not invalidated in that regard, 
and it were held to be valid, the court 
halds that the sixth paymert of $2000 
was prematurely paid, the testimony 
having shown that a certain amount 
of a specific kind of lumber called for 
by the plans was not upon the ground 
when the payment was made. . 

After reviewing the facts in the case, 
the court holds that the contract does 
violate the sections of the code bear- 
ing upon the subject. The sixth pay- 


‘| ment was made to Parton & Tutte, 


but one of these men is now in Ari- 
zona and the other is believed to be 
in British Columbia, and under this 
decision of the court F. W. Braun 
et al. will have to pay the aggregated 
claims of the material men, amounting 
to about $9000. 

The action has been quite keenly 
contested, Wilson & Bulla representing 
the plaintiffs and Sheldon 
Esq., the defendants, and even now the 
ease cannot be considered as ended, 
for the condition is so peculiar that 
it is anticipated that an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court. 


NUPOF GOES FREE. 


The Jury Remained Out All Day 
r and Hurried at the Last.

Mrs. Fannie Holliday’s Claim for 
Damages Again ia Court. 

The old-time suit of Mrs. Fannie 
Holliday ta recover $25,000 as damages 
from “Bud” Holliday, the er-baseball 
star. and Mrs. M. P. T. Holliday, is 
again on trial] before Judge York sit- 
ting Without a jury. 

“Rud” Holliday is somewhere up in 
Alaska. and his wife is in the East, 
and as almost all of the testimony of 
the previous trial was stipulated, the 
trial is proving to be @ very sober and 
uninteresting affair. 

The action was brought to recover 
damages for the alleged malicious ar- 
rest of the plaintiff on August, 1895, at 
the instance of the defendants. She 
was released on habeas-corpus pro- 
ceedings, but the defendants swore out 
a second complaint and Mrs. Fannie 
Holliday was rearrested on the same 
charge, but waS permitted by Justice 
Young to go on her own recognizance. 
That case was dismissed on motion of 
the District Attorney. 

About that time the plaintiff had 
some unpleasantness with her rela- 
tives. and according to her own state- 
ments made at both trials spoke her 
mind quite freely at the Holliday resi- 
dence.

SOME EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


Further Hearing in Kujaneck’s Suit 


for Damages. 

The damage suit of Kuianeck 
against the Pasadena and Los Ange- 
les Electric Railway Company to re- 
cover $20,000, was again before Judge 
Shaw yesterday. Other of the medical 
men who were upon the commission 
appointed by the court to examine the 
plaintiff went upon the aitness stand 


and gave their testimony. 


The question of simulation on the 
part of the plaintiff, which it was an- 
ticipated the testimony of the phy- 
sicians would answer, is still involved 
in doubt, for,in each case the testimony 
on this point was indeterminate. Dr. 
Hodge, one of the corporation doctors, 
was so intent on qualifying every an- 
swer on cross-examination that the 
court finally called him to task. The 
hypothetical question asked the doc- 
tor bore directly upon the possibility 
of the plaintiff being able in tests of 
strength to vary the measurement, and 
whether, if the results were the same 
each time it would not tend to show 
that he was not simulating.. 

Counsel for the defense thought the 
question unintelligible. The — court 
thought otherwise, and the witness had 
to answer. But Dr. Hodge immedi- 
ately became very scientific and ab- 
struse until reminded by the court 
that he was attaching meaning to 
words that did not belong to them. 

“fT don’t mean to do so,” said the 
witness. 

“T don’t know that you are intending 
to do it,’”’ said Judge Shaw, “but draw 
attention to the fact that you are doing 

The counsel for the defense came to 
witness’ relief again, contending that 
there was ambiguity about the ques- 
tion, but Judge Shaw thought the 
question a plain and straightforward 
one, and instructed the witness to an- 
swer. 

Later on testimony was adduced tend- 
ing to show that some peovle are built 
on such a peculiar plan that sticking 
pins, needles or knives into their 
hodies occasions no pain. and inferen- 
tially that when itujaneck was prodded 
with pins on the side of the bodv al- 
lered to be. paralyzed that fact in itself 
did not afford pos tive proof of paraly- 
sis.

A PATENT’S VALUE. 


A San FPedrw Citizen Repents a Bad 
Bargain. 

M. J. McDermott avers in complaint 
that was. filed yesterday that Mrs. 
Emily Movre and D. A. Mocre, her hus- 
hand, have defrauded him ina certain 
business deal over certain letters pat- 
ent. 

The plaintiff alleges that he was 
the owner of certain property in the 
Rudecenda tract, and also a lot in the 
town of San Pedro, and in August, 
this propetty was made the basis 
of an agreement between himself and 
Mrs. Moore. For some time they had 
been discussing the advisability of 
jointly purchasing certain letters pat- 
ent, and finally determine1. to do so. 
It was agreed that the plaintiff should 
purchase a two-thirds interest, and 
Mrs. Moore the remaining one-third in- 
terest in the patent to manvfactrre a 
certain device in New York State It 
was furthermore agreed that the de- 
fendant was to loan McDermott a sum 
sufficient to pay for his two-thirds in- 
terest, that he was to then go to New 
York and place the device on the mar- 
ket for sale, and all gains, 10ss°s and 
expenses were to be shared proportion- 
ately between them. 

The plaintiff avers that the defendant 
represented to him that the patent 
could not be purchased for less than 
$1500, and to conceal the actual 
amount, caused the deed to be made 
hv the owners. W. L. Johnson and J. J. 
O’Brien, directly to Mrs. Moore, when 
the actual amount paid over was only 
$1000. At the time, however, McDer- 
mott avers he knew nothing of what 
had been done and received from Mrs. 
Moore his deed to a two-thirds share in 
the patent, and on August 5, 1897, trans- 
ferred his real estate over to her as 
security for $1000, the amount of his 
interest. He then proceeded to New 
York and expended $713 in attempting 
to dispose of the patent rights there. 
In the meantime the property in the 
Rudecenda tract was sold for $680, of 
which it is alleged Mrs. Moore received 
$600. and the plaintiff alleges that he 
discovered also that the amount paid 
for the patent right in the first instance 
was $1000 and not $1500. He has in- 
stituted action to have the court de- 
clare his transfer of property void, and 
to recover judgment for $1313.

A MACHINERY CASE. 


Engines Said to Have Failed to 
Work Properly. 

The suit of J. W. Montgomery 
against the S.° W. Luitweiler Company 
and the Foos Gas Engine Company to 
recover $8471 as damages, began yester- 
day in Department Four before Judge 
Trask and a jury. 


It is alleged that the defendants in. 


October, 1897, offered to manufacture 
and sell to the plaintiff, who in the 
present suit is the assignor of the firm 
of Montgomery, Hicks & Griffin, and 
they agreed to purchase in Los Angeles 
a twenty-horse-power Foos gasoline 
and distillate engine, for $950, to be 
used in running a stamp mill, operated 
at Johannesburg. The defendants are 
alleged to have agreed to pay freight 
charges to Kramer, ahd to have war- 
ranted the engine to be well made of 
good material, and to develop twenty- 
In accordance with this 
contract the engine is alleged to have 
been delivered at Kramer on October 
15, 1897, and the plaintiff there took de- 
livery and paid $25 for freighting it on 
to Johannesburg. In December, it its 
averred; the engine was started and 
run until February 18, when it broke 
down, and the plaintiffs offered to re- 
turn it to the defendant firm that had 
mace the sale. An agreement was then 
entered into that the defendants would 
receive back the engine, and upon pay- 
ment of the difference in cost, a twenty- 
five-horse power engine would be sup- 
plied in its. stead. n the 12th of 
March, it is averred, the second engine 
was delivered, and thereupon the plain- 
tiffs returned the first engine and paid 
over $150, the difference between the 
value of the two engines. After being 
installed the second engine worked all 
right until May 21, when, as testified 
to yesterday, the first accident was du- 
plicated and the fly-wheel and part of 
the engine bed went crashing through 
the engine-house. It is claimed by the 
plaintiffs that the break the second 
time occurred in the same place as in 
the case of the smaller engine. 

After these two mishaps the plaintiffs 
aver that they obtained and installed a 
twenty-horse power steam engine and 
a thirty-five-horse power boiler, but 
that meantime the mill was thrown out 
of operation for about twenty days. It 
is now alleged that at that time the 
firm had on hand and had contracted 
for ore sufficient to keep the stamp mill 
in operation, and that the losses in 
profits of milling amounted to $2200, 
further damages being sustained to the 
extent of $5000 through the inability to 
milling ore, in consequence 
oO e defects in the engine supplied 

Altogether it is averred that the 
plaintiff's assignors have been damaged 
to the amount of $8471, including freight 
charges and expense of installation, and 
for this amount judgment is now asked.

ARIZONA’S REVENUES. 


GOV. MURPHY WAXES WARM ON 


THE SUBJECT. 


™ 


: He Demands Honest Assessment and 


an Equitable Division of the 
Burdens of Taxation—How the 

' Richer Miners and the Cattle- 
men are Favored, 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) April 9.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] In the last Leg- 
islature of Arizona the great struggle 
of the session was over measures that 
demanded equalization of taxation and 
especially the taxation of mines.: But 
there were thirteen men in the Assem- 


bly, one more than one-half the mem- 


bership, who steadily voted down any 
bills that sought that end. Some of 
these members were from large mining 
communities, where thev were em- 
ployed by the great mining corpora- 
tions. 
suggested laws surprised no one—Leg- 
islatures for the past eighteen years 


have been controlled by the self-same 


“arguments” whenever a bullion tax 
bill cropped-ou¢. And the Arizona 
farmer and merchant continue to bear 
the balk of the taxation, assessed as 
they are for every cent their property

from railroads, assessed at one-eighth 
their bonded in@ebtedness. In the 


behind over $20,000 per annum, though 
tax rates climb. 

In his introductory message to the 
Legislature, Gov. Murphy called atten- 
tion to this. grave condition, and asked 
corrective action. There was no ac- 
tion. The day following adjournment 
the Governor swore by saints uncal- 
endared that. he at least would force 
an honest assessment. The total tax 


‘valuation of the Territory is $29,000,000, 


while single mines within her borders 
are listed for $32,000,000 on the stock 
bonds, and on ¢hat rating pay hand- 
some dividends. The iniquity should 
be abated, at least, through the pow- 
ers granted by the present code. The 
executive accordingly has just issued. 
a circular letter, addressed particu- 
larly to county assessors, Fut good 
reading as well ¢o the taxpayer. 
Concerning the metheds of taxation, 
the Governor writes: “Arizona, rich 
in nearly every natural product, 
wealthy in precious metals to an in- 
comparable degree, undergoing rapid 
development, progressive and advanced 
in civilized methods, and justly de- 
manding the rights of self-government 
with property which should be assessa- 
ble of upwards of $100,000,000, and an 
inconsiderable debt, comparatively, is 
so mismanaged. as to be compelled to 
pay a high rate of interest upon a 


large portion Of the necessary expenses— 


of government. A faulty system and 
the persistent neglect of official duty 
in connection with assessmens and 
taxation have become notorious to a 
degree demoralizing to society, good 
government, and the public credit. The 
ridiculous anomaly is presented that 
while the population and _ assessable 
wealth of the Territory are constartly 
increasing, as is the expense of gov- 
ernment, there is no commensurate In- 
crease of income: and, as a rule, an 
insufficient income is obtained by rais- 
ing the rate of taxation, instead of 
assessing the fall amount of assessa- 
ble. property at a proper valuation. 
‘The rate of taxation in every county 
of the Territory (Maricopa eacepted,) is 
higher than the rate of interest re- 
quized upon call leans for money in 
some parts of the country, and in sev- 
eral counties the rate is higher than is 


The failure to pass any of the 


asked upon time loans in eastern cities. 
Such condition is ruinous to the prog- 
ress and development of the country; 
it is m#leading and vicious; capital is 
driven away and investors naturally 
avoid communities the affairs of which 
are poorly managed ffinancially. No 
justification can be found for plain ot- 
ficial dereliction of this kind, for there 
is more than enough assessable prop- 
erty to supply all necessary revenues, 
and at a low rate of taxation if prop- 
erly assessed. Some localities attempt 
to excuse themselves with the argu- 
ment that if they increase values and 
the amount of taxable property, they 
will be required to pay more than 
their proper share of the Territorial 
obligations. This excuse can only be 
based upon the assumed misgovern- 
ment of sther communities; such a 
pretense of justifying official negligence 
is unworthy and _ reprehensible. The 
public credit should be held more sie 
credly inviolable by good citizens than 
are individual obligations involving 
personal honor. The income for Terri- 
terial purposes, under present condi- 
tions, is not sufficient for the needs of 
government, and the annual shortage 
amounts, approximately, to the inter- 
est paid upon the.floating debt evi- 
denced by outstanding Territorial war- 
rants. 

“It is reasonable.te.suppose that the 
floating debt will amount to $200,000 by 
the end of the current biennial period. 
This old debt should he. wiped out; it 
hangs like a destroying incubus, men- 
acing the present and future interests 
of all the people, and after the debt is 
paid sufficient taxes should be levied 
and collected annually to maintain the 
Territorial government and our public 
institutions upon a cash basis.@ 

The cattle men of the Territory are 


deemed. deserving of a -speeial chapter. 


In treating of personal property assess- 
ments, the Governor writes: “How 
many Assessors in Arizona obey the 
law, and how many taxpayers of the 
Territory are perjurers, or at least 
constructively so under the statutes? 
It is the duty of assessors to assess all 
the taxable property within their jurts- 
dictions, and it is the duty of citizens 
to make honest returns of all their 
property, real and personal, for taxa- 
tion; and failing to do this, they are 
violators of the law. It is frequently 
asserted by well-informed persons that 
not one-fifth of the personal property 
in Arizona is properly assessed and 
valued. and I believe these assertions 
to be more than conservative. Official 
reports show that nearly as many cat- 
tle have been shipped out of the Terri- 
tory annually for three consecutive 
years as have been assessed each year, 
although four or five times more cat- 
tle remained than were shipped. Ex- 
nerienced cattlemen have informed me 
that they have assisted in branding 
more calves in a county in one season 
than there were cattle of all ages as- 
sessed therein: and in one county it is 
alleged that more calves were branded 
belonging to one company than all the 
cattle assessed in that county for that 
year.” 

The mines are dealt with more briefly 


than had heen anticipated. Reference | 


is made to the manifest injustice of 
taxing neither mining stock nor prop- 
erty, valued rightly at millions, yet 
®*xempt from all save petty assess- 
ment upon improvements or machinery. 
Under section 2631 of «he revised stat- 
utes, mining “‘claims,”’ either lode or 
placer. are not permitted to be con- 
strued as real estate subject to taxa- 
tion. This statute showld have been 
repealed, according to the Governor's 
expressed views; yet he estates that 
“good authorities claim that mines can 
now be taxed under the law.” This 
claim is known to have been made by 
Atty.-Gen. Ainsworth. 

The Governor believes much could be 
dene toward economy were a special 
tax levy made for the support of the 
Territorial penitentiary. A_ bill, drafted 
in accordance, was killed in che Legis- 
lature. “A prominent member ex- 


‘propriation bill, 


plained his opposition to the _ Dill,” 
writes Murphy, ‘‘by seying that he did 
not propose to support a bill to tax the 
people and put the Territory on a cash 
basis, because by so doing he would 
be-strengthening a—~Republican admin- 
istration.” The ‘prominent member” 
of whom this is told is reported to 
have been President Morris Goldwater 
of the Council, the same individual 
responsible for the ‘rider’ on the ap- 
cutting off all sup- 
port to the Arizona National Guard. 

The message to the people is con- 
cluded in the following words: 

“A simple and effective cure for our 
financial troubles can be _ prescribed 
in a few words: Elect a Legislature 
composed of representative’ citizens, 
who have ability, courage and integrity 
to so change the revenue laws as to 
make the great mines of the Terri- 
tory, taxable railroads, and rich cor- 
porations contribute proportionately 
with other property to»the mainten- 
ance of government: pay off the float- 
ing debt and stop the absurd practice 
of paying interest on the money with 
which we support our public insti- 
tutions: properly assess and _ collect 
taxes, and officially conduct the affairs 
of the Territory in an economic and 
businesslike manner and Arizona will 
surpass any of her neighbors in avealth 
and businéss prosperity, and tt wilt not 
be nécessary to heavily tax any in- 
dustry. The tax upon producing mines, 
and all corporate property, if levied 
all over the Territory, in connection 
with a full assessment and valuation 
of other property, would be so slight 
that it would not be felt by the owners.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

DUN’'S REPORT. R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
monthly review of trade conditions for 
March in Southern California says the 
business at distributing points through- 
out the country during the past month 
showed a quieter tone. Unfavorable 
weather restricted the movement in 
merchandise and effected the retail 
trade disadvantageously. 

The excitement in iro and steel is 
abating, attributed to lack of supplies 
and no lack of demand. 

The textile situation remains almost 
unchanged. Strikes closed several of 
the largest cotton mills jn Providence 
and Norwich. 

Wheat has fluctuated in response to 
contradictory rumors: from the spring 
wheat States. On the whole the price 
situation remains favorable along the 
list of staples. while trade measures, 
asebank clearing _ statistics, railroad 
earnings, etc., are most encouraging. 

In our immediate district the past 
month has made a complete change in 
the outlook for farmers and horticul- 
turists. A good rainfall in the low- 
lands and heavy-snows in the moun- 
tains removed the threatening dangers 
of a dry year. From all sections come 
satisfying reports. A good crop of hay 
and farm produce generally is assured, 
and a fair crop of barley over an un- 
usually large acreage. Fruit buds are 
setting well and indications point to a 
fairly full crop. Eastern §$ fruit men 
prophesy lively demand and good 
prices, Owjng to ravages of late frosts 
in eastern and southern States. The 
acreage seeded to sugar beets wi!] 
probably reach double-that of any other 
year. There will be a good crop of 
beans, but owing to the holding off of 
the rain some of the bean land had been 
seeded to grain. There is great activity 
in the peat lands, with anticipation of 
the greatest vear knoayn. 

Beemen except those on the hills do 
not éxpect to harvest much honey. 
The rain came too late to change in any 
marked degree their prospects. 

Citrus-fruit shipments still continue. 
Market conditions are still favorable. 
with come advance in the good prices 
that have been ruling. Navels are 
ecarce., 

The adjustment of the raisin situa- 
tion by agreement of packers and 
growers gives general satisfaction, The 
full crop of raisins for 1899, it is thought 
will not exceed 3000 carloads. Another 
encouragement for the vineyardist lies 
in the decided incgease in. demand 
for California wines. To provide for 
this year’s anticipated demand three ad- 
ditional wineries of large capacity 
to be built at once in the sweet wine 
district. 

Without doubt to Southern California | 
is now assured a good degree of pros- 
perity the coming year, and if ‘April 
gives her average rainfall it should be 
a record-breaking season. 

Locally business is good, plenty of 
ready money for investment in legiti- 
mate business lines.
